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Fall  to  Finish 
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Early  in  the  fall,  students  begin  the  lengthy 
science  fair  process.  First,  they  select  a  project. 

"I  found  it  on  the  internet  and  rearranged  it 
some,"  Allison  Mattheis  commented. 

Mot  only  must  they  select  a  project,  but  they 
must  meet  many  deadlines  along  the  way.  For 
example,  they  must  do  a  review  of  literature. 
Finding  background  information  takes  much 
time.  Later,  the  experiment  is  conducted.  Before 
local  science  fair,  students  add  the  final  touches 
to  their  projects.  Then,  it  is  time  to  put  them  on 
display.  Judging  takes  place  during  the  school 
day.  Science  fair  opens  to  the  public  in  the 
evening. 

In  addition,  the  upper  science  classes  take  an 
active  roll  in  this  event.  Chemistry  makes  food 
products  and  compares  them  to  the  brand 
names.  Advanced  Biology  creates  health 
exhibits.  The  Physics  class  competes  to  build 
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the  strongest  bridge. 

After  the  local  science  fair,  twenty-one  students 
moved  on  to  the  regional  competition  at 
Jamestown.  From  the  Jamestown  science  fair, 
fourteen  students  out  of  thirty-two  from  our  region 
advanced  to  the  state  level  held  at  Minot  State 
University. 

"It  was  fun,  because  we  got  to  meet  new  people 
and  work  on  our  speaking  abilities  and  presenting 
ideas  to  people,"  bade  Micklay  stated  about  her 
experience  at  state. 

Robert  Hernandez  and  Kate  Martin  had  the 
opportunity  to  attend  the  International  Science  and 
Engineering  Fair.  To  help  fund  their  trip  to  ISEF  the
